THE SITUATION IN CUBA 
Mr. MORSE. Madam President, I 


propose to apeak for the next few min- 
utes on Cuba and the United Statea- 
Cuban relations; and I shall not yield 
d urine the course of my remarks. 

As cliairman of the Senate Subcom- 
mittee on Latin American Affairs, I 
speak with a very heavy heart, because I 
am well aware of the very serious im- 
plications to the security of the United 
States and the peace of the world that 
may very well become Involved in the 
Cuban crisis. If there ever was a time 
in recent years when calm deliberation, 
was the higiiest manifestation of states- 
manship in connection with American 
foreign policy, that time la now. 

The Subcommittee on Latin American 
Affairs of the Senate has worked In- 
tensively, for some years now, seeking to 
help develop programs, to change Latin- 
American attitudes, and to secure a 
greater degree of cooperation on the part 
of Latin American governments, in or- 
der to strengthen the economic posture 
of our Latin American friends and neigh- 
hors. It has been the hope of the can- 
mlttee that through such an economic 
approach, we could strengthen the po- 
litical choice for freedom among the 
masses of the people of Latin America. 

The members of my committee know 
that this is a longtime problem It is 
not golrq; to be solved overnight It. Is 
going to take a considerable amount of 
governmental modification and reform, 
both economic and political, in a large 
number of Latin American countries. 

We must expect a good many disap- 
pointments over the years that I think lit 
is going to take to resolve the great con- 
test in I* tin America between freedom 
and totalitarianism. But may I say. at 
the outset of this speech. Madam Presi- 
dent. I am satisfied the problem will 
never be resolved by the. exercise of 
military might Oh, we can defeat any 
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
